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Attorney General Decides Forest 
Service News Articles Are Legal 


A clause in the Agricultural Appro- 
priation Bill affecting the Forest Ser- 
vice has been the subject of a recent 
opinion by the Attorney General. 
The clause provided that no ‘part of 
the appropriation for the Forest Ser- 
vice “shall be paid or used for the 
purpose of paying for in whole or in 
part the preparation or publication of 
any newspaper or magazine article, 
but this shall not prevent the giving 
out to all persons without discrimin- 
ation, including newspaper and mag- 
azine writers and publishers, of any 
facts or official information of value 
to the public.” 

The question was submitted to the 
Attorney General by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, whether this provision 
of the law prohibited the sending t» 
newspapers, writers, and others of 
such statements as it has been dis- 
tributing in the past. To this inquiry 
the Attorney General replied: 

“You express the view that in dis- 
tributing such information as is com- 
piled and sent out by the Forest Ser- 
vice, especially to persons engaged 
in the practice or study of forestry, 
and generally to the public at large 
through the newspapers and maga- 
zines, you are fulfilling the primary 
and fundamental duty imposed upon 
the Department of Agriculture by 
section 520 of the Revised Statutes 
Information thus given out will be 
accompanied by a notice that it is 
sent in accordance with the proviso 
to the appropriation act of 1908. 
There will therefore be no discrimin- 
ation; and you say, further, that no 
money will be paid on this account 
to any newspaper or magazine or to 
any newspaper or magazine writer or 
publisher, or to any person not regu- 
larly employed in the Forest. Service. 
Obviously, such information as has 
been collated and distributed hereto- 
fore and will continue to be sent out 
is of value to the public, -and cer- 
tainly your determination that it is 
so, as head of the Department of 
Agriculture, is conclusive. Under 
this state of facts I can see no reason 
to doubt that your conception of your 
official duty in this respect is legally 
correct, and that the Forester may 
lawfully distribute , information as 
proposed; and I'am also of opinion 
that information requested by a news- 
paper or magazine writer or publisher 
may lawfully be sent in the form of 
a_ letter.”

The association has been 
fortunate in securing for their second 
fair the same men who so ably. man- 
aged the first—Messrs. C. H. Green 
and E. J. Rowe. These men have 
made a study of the management of 
| food fairs and expositions and it is 
largely to their credit that the» 1907 
fair gained ‘such a reputation for 
being a clean, honest, up-to-date ex- 
position—a food fair that was really 
“different” from its predecessors. 

Messrs. Green and Rowe have al- 
ready begun to secure attractions for 
the 1908 exposition in Mechanics 
Building. They have decided to con- 
tinue the policy which they so suc- 
cessfully inaugurated last year—that 
of eliminating every catch-penny or 
fake devise and having every show 
free.

CONDEMNED 
NEWSPAPERS 


Letts Also Complained of “Brutal 
Tactics of Police” 


ECHO OF BOSTON  SHOOTUP 


Foreigners Made Protest to Gover- 
nor Guild, Who Explains That He 
Has No Power Over the Presse*A 
Few Words as to the Attitude of 
the Commonwealth as to Lawbreak- 
ers and the Preaching of Anarchy 


Boston, Aug. 4.—Governor Guild yes- 
terday received a communication from 
the Lettish Workingmen’s society of 
Boston, protesting against the “brutal 
tactics of the police” in raiding houses 
of Lettish laborers and making numer- 
ous arrests of persons on suspicion 
that they were concerned in the shoot- 
ing-up of Jamaica Plain. The society 
also condemned the newspapers for 
their treatment of members of the 
Lettish race. In his reply Guild said 
in part: ; 

“You are evidently ignorant of the 
laws and customs of the United States 
as far as the press is concerned. The 
governor has no control over the press, 
nor is there any government censor. A 
governor has no power even to force a 
correction of false statements deliber- 
ately made about hisaself. 


“The brutal murderers who have dis- ' 


graced the commonwealth that offered 
them an asylum must be detected and 
punished, unless this commonwealth is 
to be given over to an anarchy preached 
by those who do not understand that the 
free rule of a free people means not 
only the expression in law of the wishes 
of the majority, but the submission of 
the minority to that law, even if they 
themselves wish otherwise. 

“The police will be thoroughly sus- 
tained by me in legitimate methods of 
hunting down the miserable murderers 
who have terrorized so large a district. 
If, as you say, you believe that some 
of the methods of the police in seeking 
out these criminals were illegitimate, I 
would suggest that you present your 
case to Mr. Stephen O’Meara, police 
commissioner, who, I am sure, will give 
you a hearing. 

“The statement made to you yester- 
day that he has been merely acting in 
accordance with orders given by me is 
absolutely false. I have given him no 
orders. He has full authority and to 
him any complaint should be made in 
the first instance, before any appeal is 
made to me. 

“TI would further suggest that, as evi- 
dence of your desire to become good 
American citizens, you give the author- 
ities the benefit of your hearty co-oper- 
ation in apprehending and expelling 
from this community the human wild 
beasts who are a disgrace alike to the 
race that has been unfortunate enough 
to father them, and the commonwealth 
that is unfortunate enough to be their 
residence.” 

When shown the letter of the gov- 
ernor, and the resolutions of the Letts, 
Police Commissioner O’Meara stated 
last night that he was not aware that 
Guild had sent out any answer to the 
Lettish protest, but that he had known 
of the latter. 

“T have received no complaints from 
any (Leits of annoyance from the po- 
lice,” said the commissioner, “and un- 
til I do there is nothing for meé to say 
or do.” . 


Safe Door Was Left Open 

Middlebury, Vt, Aug. 2.—Armed 
citizens of this town and Bridgeport 
are scouring the woods in search of 
men who committed a daring robbery 
in Bridgeport. Sometime between 
midnight and dawn burglars entered 
the store and postoffice kept by D. H. 
Dennett and broke into a safe, the outer 
door of which had been left open. The 
burglars secured property belonging to 
various citizens which had been placed 
with Dennett for safe keeping, the total 
face value representing nearly $50,000. 


Father and Two Girls Dead 

Cranston, R. I., Aug. 2.—Leonard 
Hendricks, 31 years old, in the absence 
of his wife in Hartford, locked himself 
and his two little daughters, Ann, 5 
years, and Lillie, 3 years old, in a room 
and turned on the gas. The bodies of 
all three were found together with a 
note to Mrs. Hendricks saying “good- 
bye” and hoping that she would find 
a better husband. Hendricks was em- 
ployed at a local brewery. It is be- 
lieved that he was temporarily insane. 


Canned Speeches From Taft 

Hot Springs, Va., Aug. 4.—Candidate 
Taft has consented to make several 
short speeches into talking machines 
for reproduction. The speeches which 
a single record will hold average about 
800 words in length. The topics to be 
discussed for repetition in this way 
have not as yet been decided upon. As 
a sample of what the machine can do, 
the candidate was treated to the repro- 
duction of a record made by W. J. 
Bryan. 


Death of George Pettibone 

Denver, Aug. 4.—George Pettibone, 
for years prominent in the councils of 
the Western Federation of Miners, and 
charged, with President Moyer and for- 
mer Secretary Haywood, with com- 
plicity in the murder of former Govern- 
or Steunenberg of Idaho, died last 
night, following an operation for cancer. 
Pettibone was tried and acquitted at 
Bolse after the acquittal of Haywood. 
Moyer was discharged.

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LAWYER PATRICK’S APPEAL 


Asks That Work of New York Courts 
and Governor Be Undone 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Albert T. Pat- 
rick, who is serving a life sentence in 
Sing Sing (N. Y.) prison for the mur- 
der of William M, Rice, a New York 
millionaire, several years ago, has had 
docketed in the supreme court of the 
United States his appeal from the de- 
cision of the United States court in New 
York, refusing to release him on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

In his petition for appeal Patrick 
charges that his conviction and sen- 
tence to death had been due to a con- 
spiracy, and then he asserts that the 
governor of New York (at that time 
Governor Higgins) did “arbitrarily, over 
his (Patrick’s) protest, change the pun- 
ishment of death of the defendant to 
the greater punishment of life impris- 
onment.” He would have the supreme 
court undo all that was done by both 


the New York courts and the governor 
of that state, 


IN A DESPERATE 
STRUGGLE WITH SON 


Farmer Overpowered After Kil 
Ing His Wife and Grandchild 


Vernon, Conn., Aug. 5.—John Zett, 
49, a farmer living on the Bolton road, 
killed his wife and granddaughter, 4, 
and tried to kill his son, using a sledge 


hammer and a knife. Zett was taken 
into custody and locked up. 

Zett is a Bohemian by birth, and 
lived in a farmhouse with his son and 
son-in-law. The son returned from 
Rockville in his wagon and went into 
the house to wash his hands when his 
father tried to hit him with a sledge 
hammer. In the struggle which en- 
sued the son took the hammer away 
from his father, and defended himself 
so vigorously that he broke two of the 
father’s. ribs. , 

After overpowering the father he 
found the body of his niece with her 
throat cut. Not far away in the yard 
‘was the body of his mother, who had 
been brained by blows from a sledge 
hammer. Zett made an attack upon 
his daughter, Mrs, Albert Kloetzer, be- 
fore the killing of the others. Both the 
victims were in bed when they were 
attacked. 

It is beHeved that the murders were 
the result of a family disagreement. 
Mrs. Zett had been urging her husband 
to give up work and let the son run the 
farm. This he did not take kindly to. 
It is thought Zett brooded over the mat- 
ter and committed the murders in a fit 
of rage. * 

In the desperate struggle with his 
son the elder Zett, besides having his 
two ribs broken, had the flesh on his 
arm torn. In one place muscles had 
been ripped away, showing how grimly 
desperate the son had held on while 
wrestling with his father. 


Million Dollar Fire at Chicago 

Chicago, Aug. 4.—Fire which was so 
hot that the firemen could not get near- 
er than a block from it, and which made 
it necessary to play streams of water 
on buildings three and four squares 
away, destroyed two Burlington eleva- 
tors, the dock transfer warehouse of 
that road and 100 box cars. The 
total loss is placed at $1,000,000. The 
fire started supposedly from a cigaret 
dropped near several barrels containing 
chemicals. Eighty-five engine com- 
panies and three fire tugs had all they 
could do to confine the conflagration to 
its original limits. 


Baldwin's Balloon Works Well 

Washington, Aug. 5.—The new mili- 
tary dirigible balloon built by Captain 
Baldwin for the United States army 
made a successful preliminary flight, 
with Baldwin piloting and G. H. Cur- 
tiss handling the motor. The big air- 
ship made several evolutions over the 
drill grounds at Fort Myer. Some 
minor alterations will be made and the 
official tests will take place as soon as 
the aeronaut announces he is read'y. 


Consuls Remain in Honduras 

Washington, Aug. 4.—Commander 
Maxwell of the gunboat Marietta, now 
at Ceiba, Honduras, has reported to the 
navy department that all is quiet at that 
point now and that the consular offi- 
cers whose exequaturs have been can- 
celled by President Davila are still 
ashore, it not having been found nec- 
espary for them to take refuge on the 
gunboat. 


Nova Scotia Suffers From Gale 

Halifax, Aug. 4.—Dispatches reach- 
ing here tell of great damage having 
been wrought by the most destructive 
gale for many years that swept over 
Nova Scotia. Telegraph and telephone 
lines are down in all directions, barns 
were unroofed, crops levelled, fruit 
trees damaged and several vessels are 
ashore, while fishermen suffered heavy 
losses. 


Killed on Campaign Tour 

Hutchinson, Kan., Aug. 4.—Judge 
George A. Vanderveer, candidate for 
Republican nomination for judge of the 
Ninth judicial district, was killed when 
a train struck the automobile in which 
he was finishing his campaign. Rowel 
Taylor, who was driving the machine, 
was injured, but will probably recover. 


Warship Deserters Captured 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 5.—Four men ot 
the crew of battleship New Hamp. 
shire, who deserted the ship early yes. 
terday morning, were captured by New- 
port officers last evening and returned 
to the battleship to meet court martial 
charges. 


SERVED HIS 
~ COUNTRY WELL 


Loss of Wise Counse!lir In 
Death of Senator Allison 


WAS “FATHER OF THE SENATE” 


Period of Service in Senate and House 
Covered Forty-Five Years-=Ren- 
dered Conspicuous Service to the 
Nation In Many Instances*=*One of 
Republican Party's Ablest Leaders 
and Twice a Presidential Candidate 


Dubuque, Ia., Aug. 5.—United States 
Senator William B. Allison died at his 
home in this city. The immediate 
cause of his death was heart failure. 
The end came as a result of a serious 


sinking spell, due to a prostatic en- 
largement, complicated with kidney dis- 
ease, and during a period of uncon- 
sciousness which had lasted since Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Two weeks ago the senator left his 
home in the city to escape the heat. 
He went to the home of Mrs. Fannie 
Stout, a friend of the family living a 
few miles from town, For a few days 
his condition seemed to improve, but he 
later began to grow worse. | 

Medical advisers urged that an op- 
eration be performed to relieve the 
prostatic enlargement which was 
bringing his condition to a crisis. Sat- 
urday morning the senator was brought 
back home. Soon afterwards he re- 
lapsed intd a condition of sem{-uncon- 
eciousness. BWxcept for brief periods of 
partial recovery, he remained in this 
condition until death came. 


William B, Allison was born at Perry, 
O., March 2, 1829. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1850, was married to Miss 
Anna Carter of Wooster, O., in 1855, 
and in 1857 removed to Dubuque, where 
he took up the practice of law. 

Senator Allison was a delegate to the 
national Republican convention in Chi- 
cago in 1860. He was a member of the 
governor’s staff during the Civil war 
and raised troops to fight for the integ- 
rity of the nation in 1861. In 1863 he 
was elected to congress and served 
continuously until 1871. In 1873 he was 

lected United States senator from 
owa, and represented his state in this 
capacity until the time of his death. 

Senator Allison was offered the po- 
sition of secretary of the treasury of 
the United States by Presidents Gar- 
field, Harrison and McKinley, but in 
each instance declined to accept the 
office. In 1892 he was chairman of the 
International monetary conference at 
Brussels. He was a candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
before the national Republican conven- 
tion in 1888 and again in 1896. 

It was Allison, as much as any man 
in the service of the people, who 
planned and carried through all the 


great measures for the conduct of the’ 


Civil war, the re-establishment of the 
national credit and the development of 
the national resources, 

He was a contemporary of and a co- 
laborer with every one of the great 
men whose services are now recognized 
as of inestimable value to the nation— 
Lincoln, Stanton, Chase, Sumner, 
Blaine, Edmunds, Sherman, Garfield, 
Logan, Trumbull, Morton and others. 
His aid in the nomination of Lincoln 
as Republican candidate for president 
fn 1860 was perhaps Allison’s first 
great service for his country. 

On the ways and means committee 
of the national house he began the 
career which made him one of the best 
authorities in the country upon the 
revenues and expenditures of the gov- 
ernment. For more than forty years 
he had been assigned by the judgment 
of his colleagues in the house and sen- 
ate to the responsible task of planning 
the revenues and supervising the ex- 
penditures, and no man who ever had 
part in this work had the confidence 
of both houses more completely. 

To Senator Allison, more especially 
than to any other man who ever occu- 
pied a seat in that body, belongs the 
title of “Father of the Senate.” He 
was not cnly one of the oldest men in 
that body, but he held the record be- 
yond all others for length of service 
there. 

When Theodore Roosevelt assumed 
the office of president it was Senator 
Allison to whom he turned among other 
senators for support; and it was given 
ungrudgingly. a

STATEMENT FROM HUGHES 


Adheres to Former Decision in Re 
gard to a Renomination 

Saranac Inn, N. Y., Aug. 5.—Govern 
ov Hughes says that there is no founda 
tion for the reports that he might rw 
as an independent candidate for gov 
ernor in case he is not renominated by 
the Republican state convention, which 
is to be held next month at Saratoga. 

Since the governor made his an- 
nouncement that he would accept a re- 
nomination reports have been circu- 
lated that he might accept a nomina- 
tion on an independent ticket if he was.

party. It is known that the governor 
has been very much annoyed over the 
reports and, believing that his position 
should be thoroughly understood, he 
decided to make another statement. 

The governor, it is known, intends to 
adhere to his decision as recently an- 
nounced that he will accept a renomi- 
nation from the Republican party, but 
firmly believes, as stated in his an- 
nouncement, “that the will of the party 
to which I belong should be freely ex- 
pressed and that it should take such 
action as shall be most closely in accord 
with public sentiment.” 


ELK RIVER VALLEY 
CONFLAGRATION 


Fifty Lives Lost and Property 
Damage of Over $6,000,000 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 56.—The ter- 
ribly destructive forest fires which 
have swept through the Crow’s Nest 
district of the Elk River valley in Brit- 
ish Columbia since last Saturday, 
devastating a vast stretch of territory, 
destroying many lives and millions of 
dollars’ worth of property, wiping out 
entire towns and rendering thousands 
of persons homeless, are still raging, 
but are now sweeping a wild and 


sparsely settled country and it is be- 


lieved the worst is over, 

It is impossible at this time to ar- 
rive at a summary of the situation as 
regards loss of life and property with 
even approximate correctness. So 
widespread has been the destruction 
and so scattered are the people who 


“HMved in the burned. area of more than 


fifty miles in length and three miles in 
width that any estimate of the num- 
ber who met death in the flames is noth- 
ing more than guesswork, .but it is now 
believed that the death list will not 
exceed fifty. The property loss has 
been very great, but this, too, is diffi- 
cult to estimate correctly. 

A conservative valuation would prob: 
ably place the amount between $6,- 
000,000 and $7,000,000. Several thou- 
sand persons have been fed home- 
less, principally residents of Fernie, : 
which, according to all accounts, is al- 
most completely wiped out, scarcely 
more than a score of buildings being 
left where once a prosperous town of 
6000 inhabitants stood. 


Two Thousand Papermakers Idle 

Boston, Aug, 8.—More than 2000 
employes of the International Paper 
company are idle in New England to- 
day. A general order was issued from 
Treasurer Burbank of New York, call- 
ing for the shutting down of most of the 
company’s mills in New England, the 
reason given being low water and the 
usual extensive repairs at this time of 
the year. Simultaneously an order was 
issued by President Carey of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Paper- 
makers, calling the men out on strike 
on account of the company declaring a 
cut down of 10 percent in wages, to take 
effect Aug. 1. 


Cummins Loses No Time 

Lake Forest, Ills., Aug, 5.-<Goyernor’. 
Cummins of Iowa last night announced 
himself as a candidate to succeed Unit- 
ed States Senator Allison. The gov- 
ernor paid a glowing tribute to his late 
political adversary’s service to the 
country at large, and. then frankly de- 
clared his ambition to be elected to the 
senate by the legislature of his state, 
He also announced that some one will 
be appointed at once to occupy AI|lli- 
son’s seat for the remainder of his un- 
expired term. 


‘Death In Peculiar Auto Accident 

Boston, Aug. 5—Miss May Korb, 
aged 22, was instantly killed and three 
others, including the mother of Miss 
Korb, were seriously injured, in an 
automobile accident on Blue Hill ave- 
nue last night. An automobile owned 
and driven by W. C. Seavey, Jr., struck 
an electric car and, bounding back, 
etruck several people in the crowded 
street near the Pythian encampment. 
The police placed Seavey under arrest 
and he is held without bail, 


Still Hunting For Kent 

East Wallingford, Vt., Aug. 8.—The 
bloodhounds that have been trailing 
Blroy Kent, the escaped inmate of the 
Waterbury insane asylum, who js 
wanted on suspicion of having mur- 
dered Delia Congdon, a deaf mute, 
have been sent back to Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y¥. The scent was too old for the 
dogs to follow successfully. Armed 
men, however, are still hunting the 
woods in this vicinity. 


Fire Scare In Maine Towns 

Auburn, Me., Aug. 4.—Losses approx- 
imating $52,000 resulted from a fite 
which gave the residents of Auburn 
and Lewiston a bad fright. Two lum- 
ber and box mills, three tenement 
houses and a residence were. burned. 
Only the good work of the fire depart- 
ments of the two cities prevented a 
eonflagration. The fire started at noon 
and was not placed under control until 
nearly 4 o’cloek.

KILLED BY ELECTRICS 


Arthur W. Baker, an Aged and Well 
Known Resident of the Scotland 
District, Struck by Car Near his 

. Home 


Arthur Wellesley Baker, a promi- 
nent Andover citizen was killed by 
an electric car at 2.50 Saturday after- 
noon within a short distance of his 
home. | 

Baker, who was 73 years old, was 
driving in a lumber wagon near 
Baker’s turnout and in crossing the 
tracks a Reading-bound electric of 
the B. & N. line struck the wagon 
and hurled Baker a considerable dis- 
tance through the air. Owing to a 
steep grade where the accident hap- 
pened Baker failed to see the car until 
it was upon him. The horse had 
cleared the tracks but the team was 
demolished. 

Motorman Charles Morgan did 
everything in his power to stop the 
car and succeeded in bringing it to a 
standstill within 58 feet of where the 
accident happened. He rushed from 
the car and picking Mr. Baker up in 
his arms carried him into the Baker 
house, which was only a few yards 
distant. Dr. H. L. Clarke of Andover 
was hastily summoned and did all in 
his power for the victim’s comfort. 
He died about 20 minutes after the 
accident. Dr. Clarke said that he 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage and in- 
ternal injuries. : 

The car left the transfer station at 
2.30 o’clock and was running at low 
speed as it approached the turnout. 
It was in charge of Motorman 
Charles Morgan and Conductor Frank 
Muzzy. 

It was one of the large two-truck 
cars that travel between Lawrence 
and Boston.

Brief Filed in Seminary Case With Attor- 
ney General Malone by the Ovppon- 
ents of Withdrawal from Andover 


Both parties to the controversy 
over the proposed affiliation of the 
Andover Theological school with 
Harvard University have: filed their 
brief and answer respectively with 
the attorney-general, who is asked by 
the petitioners in the case to allow 
the use of his name by information 
as plaintiff at the relation of the Rey. 
William E. Wolcott and William 
Shaw against the trustees of Andover 
Theological Seminary. Attorney- 
General . Malone will announce his 
decision later. 

The trustees .of Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary seek to establish four 
propositions: 

One, that the board of trustees 
has the power and authority to re- 
move the Andover Theological Sem- 
inary from Andover to Cambridge: 
two, that the visitors of said seminary 


have no visitatorial power over this: 


question of removal of the seminary 


(modified by the admission that the, 
visitors can take the question of re- 
moval and affiliation up at their an- 


nual visitation); three, that the pe- 
titioners are not the Proper parties to 
bring this matter before the board of 
trustees; four, that the attorney- 
general is not a proper party to these 
proceedings in the absence of the 
proof of actual maladministration 

Andover Theological seminary has 
assets amounting to $1,224,000. Of 
this the trustees assert, less than 
$300,000 belongs to the foundation 
subject to visitatetial supervision. 

The petitioners’ bill represents that 
alumni sentiment is opposed to re- 
moval and affiliations; that the alumni 
was not consulted as to election of 
trustees; that terms of affiliation pro- 
vide for nominal autonomy. The 
petitioners assert that the trustees 
disregard practically the larger ques- 
tion involved in the affiliation and the 
terms thereof of, the seminary with 
Harvard University. 


The petitioners’ assert that the 
scheme of affiliation as set forth 
shows that the seminary. does not 


remain independent, that’ the pro- 
fessors must receive confirmation 
from ‘another body, and the students 
of another body are to be taught by 
the professors of the Andover semin- 
ary who will, by the terms of the 
agreement be obliged to instruct 
them.

pleasant July day, just as the clocks 
in the Union Station, Portland, were 
striking one, we boarded the train 
for Lake Sebago. Obviously the ma- 
jority of the passengers were “going 
on a lark,” as Ted said.

It seems that a certain Mr. Frye of 
pioneer fame was once pursued by 
the Indians to the very edge ofia 
sheer precipice of . rock. that rises 
from the water directly opposite this 
island. All hope of escape seemed 
gone, when, taking his life in his 
hands, he leaped courageously from 
the cliff and swam across to the op- 
posite island and to safety. Here 
he settled; and the ruins of his little 
home are yet to be seen on the spot 
since termed Frye’s Island. 

We were now passing directly be- 
tween this isle and the mainland, and 
we saw that the smooth surface of 
the cliff was entirely covered with 
sketches, executed in’ colors many 
years ago by the Indians. One of the 
scenes represented Frye’s leap to 
safety; another a bear hunt; stifl an- 
other an Indian maiden. Just as all 
eyes were strained to decipher the 
curious figures, out upon the top of 
the rock came an Indian in full 
costume. Excitedly he waved his 
gun about his head then, firing a sa- 
lute that echoed across the lake, 
vanished in the shadows of the trees. 

In a moment we had left this ro- 
mantic spot and were speeding up 
the lake -again. Now we noticed 
camps scattered along the shore; and 
once the steamer stopped’ to allow 
some prospective campers to dis- 
embark. It was soon after this land- 
ing that the first white caps appeared; 
and little by little the boat began to 
rock gently in the trough of the 
waves. Then the foam flew, and the 
cool spray dashed against our faces. 

What 
so fine as this for tired nerves and 
weary minds! 

The sun was just setting as tve en- 
tered the mouth of the Songo River. 
“Twenty-seven bends in six miles,” 
the purser announced. I glanced at 
the copy of Longfellow’s “The Songo 
River” in my hand. 


“Nowhere such a devious stream, 
Save in fancy or in dream, 

Winding slow through bush and brake, 
Links together lake and lake, 


Walled with woods or sandy shelf, 
Ever doubling on itself, 

Flows the stream so still and slow 
That it hardly seems to flow.” 


No signs of life were visible now, 
save here and there the deserted hut 
of a sportsman. In and out and in 
and out we wound; and o’er our 
heads the overhanging trees _ bent 
shelteringly. Then we _ heard a 
whistle and our own boat’s answer- 
ing call; and, apparently in back of 
us, we saw the smoke stack of an- 
other steamer. In reality it was the 
day boat far down in another deep 
bend of the river.

AN IMPOSING 
APPEARANCE 


Parade of Ten Thousand Pythi- 


ans of the Uniform Rank 
MILITARY IN EVERY SENSE 


Marching Knights | Grand 
Ovation All Along the Line as They 
Pass Through the Heart of Boston 
==Fully Fifty Thousand People 
Gather to Witness the Pageant== 
Fire Alarm Creates a Slight Stir 


Boston, Aug. 5.—Ten thousand mem- 
bers of the uniform rank, Knights of 
Pythias, all resplendant in their uni- 


forms of varied hues and led by bands 
playing martial airs, marched through 
the historic streets of old Boston on 
their annual parade. 

It was a grand spectacle. The 


weather was ideal for a parade, just 
cool enough and with sky but slightly 
overcast. Showers had previously laid 
the dust in the streets. As .the line 
moved into the down-town business 
section of the city the bands filled the 
air with music. , Banners were flying 
from almost every building, while many 


‘of the larger places were decked in 


Pythian colors, in honor of the occa- 
sion. All along the line of march the 
knights were greeted with cheers and 
handclapping. At the stands in Post- 
office square and on Boston common 
the demonstration was especially pro- 
nounced. 

The ‘parade was military in every 
sense. Infantry, cavalry and artillery 
companies were inline. The marching 
host composed some twenty-five brig- 
ades of Pythians from every section of 
the country. Canada was also repre- 
sented. 

Major General Stobbart of Minnesota 
was at the head of the procession. At 
the stand on the common the parade 
was reviewed by Lieutenant Governor 
Draper, members of the governor’s 
staff and Mayor Hibbard of Boston. 

At Hotel Somerset last night a recep- 
tion was tendered to the members of 
the supreme lodge and their ladies. At 
the same time a reception was being 
tendered the supreme temple of the 
Pythian Sisters at Hotel Brunswick. 

In the camp of the uniform rank on 
Franklin Field a vaudeville perform- 
ance proved an interesting and attrac- 
tive feature and thousands of citizens 
swelled the number of knights who wit- 
nessed the performance. 

It was estimated that fully 50,000 had 
gathered in Boston to witness the 
pageant. They lined the curbings and 
street crossings and filled the office 
building windows. The passage that 
the parade made before the reviewing 
stand was excellent. Every infantry- 
man carried himself according to regu- 
lations and every cavalryman and ar- 
tilleryman sat erect on his horse. 

The brigade from St. John, headed by 
its artillery band and with all its com- 
panies carrying the Union Jack, at- 
tracted considerable attention. Their 
American brothers all along the line 
of march gave the Englishmen a rous- 
ing welcome. The Minnesota huzzars 
also attracted considerable attention. 

The Massachusetts brigade was out 
in force. Three regiments were in line. 
The marchers from Maine were loudly 
opplauded. The New Hampshire dele- 
gation turned out strong and had the 
youngest body of knights in line. The 
turns at the various corners were made 
in perfect formation and the distances 
were well maintained. 

Considerable excitement was caused 
in Postoffice square, when the parade 
passed there shortly after 3 o’clock. An 
alarm of fire called the department out 
and for 9 time there was a wild rush 
to get out.of the way of the oncom- 
ing apparatus. The marching line was 
broken up for a time, but order was 


‘| soon restored and the parade went on. 


Warship Struck Rough Weather 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 3.—Battleship 
New Hampshire has returned here from 
the tercentennary celebration at Que- 
bec, in which it represented the United 
States navy. The New Hampshire had 
a rough passage from Quebec and only 
twelve knots could be averaged. Cap- 
tain Winslow was on the bridge all the 
way and had but two hours’ sleep dur- 
ing the trip of 1200 miles. The ship’s 
wireless apparatus was blown away. 


Became Real ‘‘Whir! of Death”’ 

Coshocton, O., Aug. 4.—William Wil- 
gon was instantly killed ina theatre 
here last night when he tried a new 
kind of “loop-the-loop,” known as the 
“whirl of death” on a bicycle. The 
theatre was crowded with women and 
ehildren, who became panic-stricken 
and rushed to the exits.. Many fainted 
and were trampled in the rush. None 
was seriously hurt. 


Zayas Partisans Are Weak 

Havana, Aug. 4.—The results of the 
provincial and municipal elections stil] 
are doubtful, the only salient facts be- 
ing the unexpected Conservative 
strength throughout the island and the 
corresponding weakness of the parti- 
sans of Senor Zayas, the political leader 
fu the last revolution. 


Little Brothers Perished 

Holyoke, Mass., Aug. 4.—While try- 
ing to save his 5-year-old brother, Dan- 
fel, from drowning in a canal here, 
James McSweeney, aged 7, fell into the 
water and was himself lost. Daniel’s 
body was recovered soon afterwards, 
but life was extinct. James’ body was 
not found. 


(THE INDOMITABLE’S FEAT 


British Turbine Warship Exceeds 
Records Made by Cunarders 

Cowes, Isle of Wight, Aug. 4.—Cruis- 
er Indomitable, with the Prince of Wales 
on board, arrived here last night from 
Quebec. According to W. T. Stead, 
who visited the Indomitable last night, 
Admiral Fisher claims that from Belle 
Isle to Fastnet the cruisér ran 1684 
knots in sixty-seven hours, or an aver- 
age of 25.13 knots an hour, 

The Indomitable, during the four 
heurs in the early part of the voyage, 
made 26.4 knots an hour. 

Although for the 2000 miles from land 
to land she has beaten the record of the 
Cunard line ships, the vessel was not 
stripped to enhance her racing powers, 
but carried her heavy guns, her maga- 
zines full of ammunition and all the 
equipment of active service. 

The longest day’s run was 605 knots. 
The engineers consider the feat of the 
Indomitable a splendid tribute to the 
Parsons’ turbine. No hitch occurred 
from the start to the finish of the voy- 
age. 

The Prince of Wales took the keen- 
est interest in the speed trial, and him- 
self and all the officers took a turn at 
stoking. 


AMERICA WINS IN 
MOTOR BOAT RACE 


The Home Stretch Attended by 
Exciting Circumstances 


Huntington, L. I., Aug. 4—On the 
home stretch, with her engineer sense- 
less from having inhaled gasolene 


fumes and her helmsman almost over- 
come himself and steering and striving 
simultaneously to resuscitate his un- 
conscious shipmate, the motor boat 
Dixie II retained the United States 
hold on the Harmsworth cup by defeat- 
ing her English competitor, the Woles- 
ley-Siddeley, on Long Island sound. 
The winner beat her rival by forty- 
nine seconds, covering the thirty-mile 
course at an average speed of 27.75 
knots or 31.9 statute miles an hour. 
The Dixie II was entered by the Motor 
Boat Club of America and is owned by 
E. J. Schroeder of that organization. 
The Wolesley-Siddeley is owned by the 
Duke of Westminster and represented 
the Motor Yacht club of England. 
The American craft is of 200-horse 
power, with a single screw, whereas 
the English boat is of 400-horse power 
and has a twinscrew. The course con- 
sisted of three stretches of ten miles 
each, 
The Daimler II, the other’ British 
competitor, broke her connecting rod 
after she had covered about six miles at 
the second turn of the first round ard 
when she was second in the race, hay- 
ing just passed the Wolesley-Siddeley. 
The other two American boats in the 
race, the U. 8. A., and The Den, com- 
pleted the course and made fairly fakt 
time. The U.S. A. was defeated by the 
Dixie II by 10m. 14s, and The Den by 
15m. 50s. 


NEW ENGLAND BRIFFS 


The general store of Waldo W. 
Mercier at Princeton, Me., was de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss is $8000. The 
store was also burned a month ago, at 
a loss of $10,000.

SHOOTING ING THE SUN. 


Simplest Way ra Locating a Ship’s 
Position at Sea. 

The average transatlantic traveler 
displays very little interest in the nay. 
igation of the vessel beyond watching 
the ship’s officers, sextant in hand, 
making observatio Says a writer in 
Travel Magazine. ge few have any 
idea of the process by means of which 
the modern navigator is enabled to ac- 
curately place the ship’s position at 
a stated time on the chart. Out of 
sight of land a ship’s geographical po- 
sition is determined either by keeping 
a careful record of the course steered 
and the distance run, known as dead 
reckoning, or by the combined use of 
chronometer and sextant—that is, by 
observation of the heavenly bodies, 
The operation vf finding the latitude 
and longitude of observation can be 
performed in a number of ways, of 
which the simplest and most conven. 
ient is by measuring the altitude of the 
sun above tte horizon at noon, as is 
indicated on the vernier of the sextant 
and spoken of at sea as “shooting the 
sun.” An arithmetical computation by 
the aid of logarithms is thus quickly 
made which shows exactly how far 
the ship is north or south of the equa- 
tor, or, in other words, the latitude. 

Finding the longitude, however, is a 
somewhat longer process. An observa- 
tion is made either in the forenoon or 
afternoon, the chronometer time of the 
horizon contact of the sun’s image be- 
ing noted. A calculation is then made 
which gives the exact:time at the spot 
where the ship happens to be, and, as 
the chronometer carried aboard shows 
the exact time at Greenwich, the prime 
meridian of longitude, the difference 
between the two expresses in hours 
and minutes (easily convertible into 
degrees and miles) the distance east 
or west of Greenwich. 

Having thus, roughly speaking, found 
the latitude and longitude, a dot placed 
on the chart at the exact point where 
the lines of latitude and longitude 
cross denotes the ship’s position.

HOUSEHOLD RECIPES 


Delicate ‘Pudding —Heat two cups 
of milk in a double boiler, and add 
one-quarter cup of corn starch mixed 
with milk enough to make it smooth. 
Stir well, add a rounding tablespoon 
of sugar and cook 15 minutes. Add 
the whites of two eggs beaten stiff, 
beat well and pour into moulds. 

Vanilla Sauce—Beat the yolks of 
two eggs light, add one well beaten 
white, then beat in gradually three- 
quatters cup of powdered sugar and 


one teaspoon of vanilla. Serve at 
once. 
Carrots in Sauce.—Scrape small 


tender carrots to take off the thin 
skin, and cut in thin. clices. Add 
water to cover and cook until tender. 
Use as little water as possible, so 
that when done there will be very 
little left. Add salt to the carrots, 
turn into a hot dish and pour over 
them a cream sauce flavored with a 
very little grated nutmegs. 


White Bread—Scald two cups. of 
milk and pour into the mixing bowl 
onto two level tablespoons of butter 
and the same of sugar, and one level 
teaspoon of salt. When nearly cold 
add one-quarter yeast cake dissolved 
in one half cup of warm _ water. 
Mix with sufficient bread flour to 
knead, then knead thoroughly. 
Cover and let rise over night. If 


mixed in the morning use a whole! , 


yeast cake, and the dough will be 
light in three hours. Knead and 
shape into loaves, let rise in the pan 
and bake thoroughly. 


Coffee Cake—Measure a heaping 
pint of raised bread dough and work 
into it one-third cup of butter, \one 
third cup of sugar, one well- beaten 
egg and one-half cup of raisins, 
stoned and cut in pieces and rolled 
in one-quarter cup of flour. When 
well mixed put into a buttered pan, 
cover and let rise until it doubles in 
bulk, then bake 45 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven. Take from the _ pan, 
brush with melted butter, scatter on 


sugar and cinnamon mixed, and 
serve either hot or cold. 
Berry Cake—Sift two cups of 


flour with a saltspoon of salt and 
four level teaspoons of baking pow- 
der. Cream one cup of butter with 
two cups of powdered sugar, add the 
beaten yolks of four eggs, one cup 
of milk, the flour and one-half level 
teaspoon each of cinnamon and 
grated nutmeg. Fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of four eggs and one 
quart of blueberries rolled in “flour 
until thickly covered. Bake ina 
tube cake pan or in a sheet. 


Preserved Cherries—Get large 
tart cherries. Extract the stones, 
saving the juice that escapes in the 
operation. Put the sugar into the 
kettle with the juice and bring to a 
gentle simmer; then the fruit, cook 
for half an hour; take the cherries 
out with a skimmer, and spread on 
broad platters in the sun. Boil the 
juice thick, skimming as the scum 
rises. In an hour’s time return the 
cherries to the syrup, cook 
for 15 minutes after the boil begins 
anew and turn hot into jars. 


Crisp Dairy Notes 


A slow milker not only wastes 
time, which is money, but he doesn’t 
get as much milk from the old cow. 

A cow should be valued as a piece 
of machinery on the farm—not by 
her cost or her looks, but by what 
she can do for the owner. ; 

In buying dairy utensils it is a 
good plan to get those with as few 
seams as possible.’ They are much 
easier to keep clean and sanitary. 

Be practical in the dairy; but being 
Practical doesn’t mean that you 
should not be up to date. Being 
practical in the dairy means making 
money. 

Corn put into the silo will produce 
more feed to the acre than most cny- 
thing else for dairy cow, and should 
be put there by every farmer that 
keeps cows. : 

The farmer who allows a_ milk 
dealer or anybody else to talk him 
into giving up his silo is not wise.

tion that comes from the invigora- 
ting salt air of the sea, and a strong 
sense of hunger, that drew us at once 
‘to the famous Adams House, which 
is noted for giving the best fish din- 
ners on the shore. Here a bountiful 
fish dinner was served to us. 

After being thus refreshed, we 
started out and our steps turned nat- 
urally toward the hill called the 
“Fort” where an enchanting view of 
the ocean: was obtained. After ‘a 
short rest we turned back towards 
the Ferry float where the little 
steamer takes on passengers for the 
“Neck.” As we strolled along, we had 
a good opportunity to observe the 
great irregularity of the narrow 
streets, and the wonderful roofs and 
gables of the quaint old houses. It 
is said that no street in Marblehead 
runs parallel with, or crosses another 
at right angles, but that in early 
times they were laid out as the rocks 
permitted, and the houses were built 
after the same fashion. Some of the 
houses stand upon a foundation of 
solid rock, and others quite at the 
edge of the street. We saw several 
yards fenced in with a picket fence, 
and filled with glowing masses ‘of 
old fashioned flowers. 

A short ride across the harbor 
brought ws to the landing at the 
“Neck,” where we climbed the steps 
and passed over the hill to the cliffs 
where we beheld the marvelous freak 
of Nature, “The Churn.” This is a 


‘crevise about two feet wide, worn in- 


to the solid ledge of rocks by the 
constant beating of the waves. At 
this spot the shore is bold and rocky, 
presenting a massive. appearance of 
rugged grandeur, and a most mag- 
nificent view of the ocean. 

From this spot also, can be ob- 
tained a splendid view of the yacht 
races, for which Marblehead is famed. 
Reluctantly we turned from this scene 
of beauty, and retraced our steps 


to the steamer’s landing. Crossing 


the-harbér, Wwe went up State street 
to the electric car, and returned to 
Salem. Then taking a car for Salem 
Willows, we made a short visit at 
that pleasure resort, and again re- 
turned to: Salem, where we boarded 
a car for Lawrence.

Stick to the silo and your bank ac- 
count will be all the better. 

Feed cows grain just before milk- 
ing, and hay and fodder afterward. 
This will keep down the dust during 
the milking process, and _ will still 
keep the cows contented. 

Many of the milk cans on the mar- 
ket are like some people. They shine 
on first sight, but when you begin to 
get better acquainted with them you 
begin to find the rusty spots. 

In producing milk we get no re- 

turns for feed consumed until the 
question of support is satisfied. The 
cow that lays little fat on her back, 
and still wants feed to eat is the 
heavy milker. 
Even the hens will return a hand- 
some profit for the skim milk fed to 
them. Learn to properly appreciate 
the value of, this rondectal by-pro- 
duct of the dairy, then. you will be 
better satisfied with :your cows.— 
(Farm and Fireside.) 


Orchard and Garden 


Winter radishes and _ rutabagas 
can be sown during this month. 

Watch out for red rust 
blackberry or blackcap patch. Dig 
out and burn all infected plants at 
once. 


If trees set last spring need water, 
pull the soil away from around the 
roots, pour in a pailful and let it 
soak down then replace the earth. 
Don’t apply water to the surface. 

When picking blackberries, get 
them out of the sun as soon as possi- 
ble, or they’ll show red in spots, and 
not: be salable. Hurry them into the 
crates and then into a cool cellar, 
until time for shipping or selling. 
Fill the boxes full and pack neatly in 
clean packages. If you want a fancy 
price, make the crates look attractive. 

Don’t let up on the cultivating. 
Weeds grow like magic in the hot 
July sun. Besides keeping down 
weeds, cultivation at this season will 
conserve moisture, and ‘this is of 
vital importance to the growing 
crops. If the weather is dry, don’t 
be afraid to use the cultivator and 
hoe. They will prevent the moisture 
from getting away by evaporation. 

The best time to sack grapes is 
when the berries are quite small—not 
larger than small peas. Ordinary 
two pound paper sacks can be used. 
The mouth of each sack should be 
snugly wrapped around the stem of 
the bunch,. and securely held in 
place by pinning or tying. The tie 
should be tight, but, of course, not 
too tight. The sacks protect the 
grapes from fungus and insect ene- 
mies, including wasps, birds, etc., and 
the bunches thus protected are apt 
to be finer and more perfect—(July 
Farm Journal. °
